Ohio 'steel mills today were feeling 


the full force of the national steel strike 
called yesterday. 
The second day of 


the walkout found the mills in Ohio's 
principal riteel centers either complete- 
ly closed or operating on a very lim- 
ited scale. 


Only two of the big steel companies 


in tjie Youngstown district were making 
any attempt to operate 
today. 
They 


were . the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
company-and the Carnegie- Steel com- 
pany . Both companies admitted they 
were seriously crippled. 


The Ste~ubenville steel 
district was 


idle, with* the exception of the plant of 
the Weirton Steel company at Weirton, 
W. Va., 
opposite 
Steubenville. Five 


hundred deputies were sworn in there 
to maintain order. 


Union leaders claim 25,000 steel work- 
ers are out- in and around Cleveland, 
but company officials say this figure is 
exaggerated. 
They ^claim that oil men 


not at work did not go out on strike, 
but were forced into idleness by the 
walkout of their fellow workers." Ore 
handlers at two Cleveland docks went 
on strike last night and labor leaders 
said 250 ore handlers at five docks are 
now- out. 
With thousands of men out, no trou- 


ble had been reported up to noon to- 
day. 
Blows were struck last evening 


when 500 men congregated at the main 
entrance gate of the Youngstown Sheet" 
and Tube company at Youngstown. Ar- 
rival of police and 
deputy 
sheriffs, 


armed with riot guns, had a quieting 
effect, however, before the efforts of 
pickets developed into a riot. A few 
shots were fired but no one was re- 
ported seriously injured. 
The smaller steel centers, where the 


men did-not go out. today reported ev- 
erything quiet and work normal. 


At Cincinnati the executive board of 


the International Iron. Holders Union 
is in session and will decide what action 
will be taken by that body.

of the first day of the strike was re- 
sumed at different points this morning.

closed] this morning but this did not 
prevent a renewal of violence in which 
11 persons were wounded. 


Simultaneously with the outbreak of

11 persons are known to have been 
wounded, two of them women. Three 
of the injured men may die. 
The situation throughout the Pitts-

A NEW FOOTING. 


In calling the conference upon la- 


bor questions which is to assemble 
early next month, President Wilson ex- 
pressed the hope that it \%ould be able 
to make suggestions that would put 
the labor pioblem 
upon "a new foot- 


ing." 
From pre\ ious utterances of the 


President. It seems probable that he is 
going to suggest some steps in the di- 
rection of democratizing industry. 


This country is politically democratic, 


that is every citizen has certain rights 
of political go\ ernment. 
He can vote 


at the polls and thus control the action 
of legislators 
and 
executives. 
Cut 


when it comes to industrial relations, 
he has no such power . 


Now to put the industrial system on 


a level with the political system, it id 
manifest that the working masses must 
have some degree of representation in 
the management 
of 
the 
industries. 


Those who contribute the labor and 
those who contribute the capital per- 
form abou tan equal degree of service. 
Those who contribute the labor ought 
not to be wholly 
disregarded 
in the 


management. 


The chances are then that President 


Wilson is about to propose some such 
new footing as this. To the old conser- 
vatives of the junker type, it will seem 
revolutionary. 
But it ought to intro- 


duce an entirely new spirit in industry. 
It would create a contented body of am- 
bitious workers, \\lio ought to produce 
a great deal more than under the pres- 
ent system in which they have no share 
in management. 


The proposals along this line Presi- 


dent Wilson will have the support of 
the Democratic masses. It would seem 
likely that he would be able on this 
basis to bring about a settlement of the 
present industrial turmoil. 
If so he 


will 
have 
accomplished 
a 
triumph 


•which 
no statesman of the 
present 


generation has bee nable to work out, 
and which will raise his fame to the 
highest point in our history. 


PAY FOR ACCIDENTS. 


Recent years have seen a great deal 


of work for prevention of industrial ac- 
cidents. 
Safety First campaigns have 


been conducted in schools and factor- 
ies. 
Some gain has been made. Yet 


reeen tfigures show that the number 
of such mishaps is amazingly large. 


Take the state of Pennsylvania, for 


instance. Acording to figures just pub- 
lished, the state had 3103 fatal indus- 
trial accidents last 
year, and 53,787 


serious ones. In addition to that there 
were 127,658 
accidents 
classified 
as 


minor. 


These accidents produce poverty and 


cripple men and women so they are a 
burden on the community. It is pitiful 
to think how many injured men are 
ground out annually from mills and 
mines and factories and railroads. And 
that is not the whole story. 


Under the workmen's compensation 


laws the cost of accidents is a charge 
on the industry. That means that every 
employer 
charges 
up as one of the 


costs of his operation the expense of 
insurance against 
industrial accident. 


Everyone here \ in 
Newark is paying 


for these accidents every day in higher 
prices of all kinds of commodities. 


These accidents are occuring all the 


time, but few people know much about 
it. The sorrow and misery caused to 
the family are the most serious matter. 
And as an expense of doing business 
and addition to the cost of living, the 
thing is a heavy burden on everybody. 


The public sentiment should compel 


ill employers to go the limit in remov- 
ng hazards. 
Then there should be lec- 


tures given in every industrial estab- 
ishmcnt to all workers, in which the 
employes should have pointed out to 
them such perils as can not be remov- 
ed . By constant warnings, this toll of

The Ohio Cities company is now op- 
erating ten strings of tools in the local 
fields.

IS THE SOLICITOR AFRAID OF FACTS? 


The present rate for telephone service, which has been 


in force in Nev\ ark more than a year, has been approved 
as a just and fair rate by The Public Utilities Commission 
of-Ohio. 


This approval was not hastily made by the commission 


nor was it made without knowledge of the facts. The 
commission's experts and accountants, men trained for 
the sen ice, have been collecting the facts and upon these 
facts only the commission made its decision. 


The company has published facls<from its books and 


has shovui that the present rate (this same rate that has 
been approved by the state commission) provides only 
for a proper maintenance and other proper and neces- 
sary expenses, for taxes and for 6 and 7 per cent upon 
less than the actual investment in the property. 


In other words, the commission and the company, act- 


ing independently of each other, came to a conclusion 
based upon facts. 


It appears now that the city, through City Solicitor 


Ashcraft, will institute what legal proceedings are possi- 
ble in its endeavor to reduce the rale for telephone ser- 
vice. 
- This action is not based upon any knowledge of facts, 
because City Solicitor Ashcraft and the other city offi- 
cials have never made any attempt to find out what the 
facts are. Probably they don't care what they are or may 
be they are afraid of the facts. 


It does take courage sometimes to face facts and it 


always takes courage to admit that one has made a mis- 
take. 


The present city officials do not appear to be pos- 


sessed of courage.
